The constitutionality of (ho curfew ordi-
nance ls moon to be tested In the district
court. The cane of Rogs Crone, constituting

the first prosocution under the provisions of
the ordinanes, has been appealed.

Crone, a 9-vyoar-old boy, waw found on the
gtroets near his home at 10 o'clock several
nights ago, and Saturday
fo was fined 6 and costw, but Judge Gordon
' not know Just whatl to do abuout Impos-
g the sentence,

Yesterday the boy

was arrestod,

appeared In police court
with his mother, who staied that she Wwas
not able to pay the fine. ‘Thereupon Judge
Gordon sald that although he did not belleve
the ordinatce was constitutional, yet he did
not think he had the right to declare It
uneonstitutional, and would therefore be
¢ompelled to commit the boy until the fine

was puld.
Judgo Gordon hinted that he would he
lestent If the caxe waw tested by habeas

porpus procecdings or otherwise. Thersupon
Attorney W. . Clalr. who was present, vol-
unteered to look after the boy's intetests in
tho district court i the cage were appealed.
This was satlsfactory to the court and the
Ind war released on a $100 bond, which was
slgned by the mother and the attorney.

The care will be brought up in the dlstriet
court as soon as possible City Prosccutor
TenByck will have It called up ag soon as
the transeript reaches the higher court,  At-
torney Clalr will ralse the point of consti-
tutionality at once,

In gpeaking about the caxe, Judge Gordot
gtated that he was sorely tempted to declar
the Jaw unconstitutional in his decision, but
did not belleve thai It was within his power
to 40 #0, Tho statutes, he sald, did not al
jow him to fine boys of the age of Crone, the
ordipance being thus in direct violatlon of
thiem, Nevertheless, the ordinance was le-
gally passed and It was his duty to enforee it

siurthermore, the originators of the ordl-
nance, the counclimen, are placed in n pecu-
Har position.'” sald Judge Gordon, “They
passed the ordinanee and yet aflter the pas-
fagn they have themselves sinted that they
do not belleve that (t Is constitutional, Coun-
cllmin Kment, whe voted for the ordinanes
both times that it was up before the counell,
gl s’

Judge Gordon =ald that in epeaking to
IXment abont the ease the latter told him
that the majority of the councilmen, he him-
golf Ineluded, dld not think the law was con-
stitutlonal and at the thne of its introduction
and passge never intended that it should be
enforeed, It was Intended that children
should be arrested and brought into police
court simply to be “‘seared” into keeping off
the streets,

"1 told him that It would not be as bad or
ae big a lie to compel parentg to Keep their
children fn by telling them that they would
be eaten up by bLenrs  that infested the
gtreets,” sald the pollee Judge. "1 tell you
that if one of my children was arrested [for
violnting the ordinanee the Httle ‘seare’ wonld
cost the city $3,000 or $4,000 for false im-
prisonment."

Three bill posters held p sesslon Sunday
in the rear of the Barker hotel, at which
the festive can figured prominently. They were
arrestod, and were yesterdny mornjng eon-
fronted with the charge of being disorderly
by “‘rushing n can and drinking from 1t In
publle on the Sabbath day.” They were
found gullty and fined $56 and costs each.
They tried to have the sentence remitted by
gaving that they did not Knew they were
violatiig the law,

“I won't do it eald Judge Gordon, *"The
rushing of the can I8 the biggest nulsance
fn the cliy today., There are more complaints
obout people drinking from a can on the
etroets and o alleys, than of anything elpe,
The proper thing to do I tv go Into a
paloun and get a arink or to drink at home.
The can rushing will have to be stopped.'"
